its uses, its neccKHities for growth, its produet- 


iv em-Kg among tho dillerent nations, its depresi.- 
ing inrtucnees on the African, became, iu him, 
the higher feelings wern stunted, or prevented 
from development. He said muny extenuated 
the slaveholder, because he treated his nwgrocs 
well phvflically. 
Hue any one could be gener- 


ous iu the bestowineijt of woiiltlt they did not 
e.trn. Htj said that it wits the boast of the 
slaveholder that non» but the ngly, indolent 
idiives rnu nvvjiy. The others were ull oonteuted 
to remain where they naturally belonged. If 
this were it true statement, Mr. Greeley did not 
see why there was such an intense nnxioty to 
retake the Hying fugitive, and tlmt there should 
have been ti spticinl law enacted in Congress to 
tho effect tlmt these " good-for-nothing'' negroes 
should be returned to their legal masters, and 
that the majority of the ministers of Northern 
Churches should feel compelled to preach to 
their congregations the lower law doctrines, 
even if they did abrogate the higher, written in 
the consciences and hearts of men. Still it 
would, ulwHy* be so in those churches which 
were mainly supported by Northern men.whoso 
moneyed power and influence were derived 
from the South, and who were pledged to de- 
fend Southern institutions. He alluded to the 
various forms of Slavery at the North, the op- 
pressions of the rich ovur the poor, &c ; but 
he thought that the worst conceivable form of 
tho monster, at the North, bore no compariion 
to that at the South, where the master had ab- 
solute control over the social, moral and intel- 
lectual natures of his slaves. Be had no doubt 
but that then* were humane muster*, but they 
gave all authority to the overseer, who could 
wreak hts vengeance or passions at pleasure on 
the unoffending victims. This WM the prom of 
Slavery, in all its dread realities. He reviewed 
some of the various objections raised by the 
Slavery party— that the negro did not belong to 
the human family— that God always tempered 
the wind totbe shorn lamb, &c. — with sarcasm, 
tempered by truth ; said he had high hope* of 
the Anal overthrow of the system, from the in- 
creasing intelligence of the muss of the people, 
the influence of the awakened conscience of 
the Church. Though he gave that body full 
credit for it* preient reimisneiiand Inkewarm- 
iiesa on tliis vital question, still he hoped for a 
better state of thing* 
He feared tout, should 


the Nebraska bill of Douglas be accepted, it 
would retard the blessed epoch, when oppres- 
sion of the blacks would cease, for many year*, 
as did thu accession of Teias, with Its broad 
and fertile a^res cursed by Slavery. Still, tho' 
it might rock our country from center to cir- 
cumference, if Mich a wicked deed should be 
transacted, yet, in the providence of God, it 
might be the very thing necessary toarotttetke 
people to make more strenuous etorte— that 
Right should finally prevail orer Miglt. If so, 
he would say, let U come — tb« sooner the better.
